Maj. McK nley made a rousing 
speech and the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed. 
His election is a foregone 
conclusion, as he is exceedingly popu­ 
lar and invariably runs ahead of his 
ticket, and then Ohio is a republican 
state, you know. 


Sour Grapes. 
Lawyer Merrill, 
of Aitkin, has 
hitherto been a stalwart republican. 
But the McKinley outrage and the 
other overt acts of his party have 
sickened him, and he can no longer 
1)© counted in the fold. He was at the 
Clifton yesterday. 
“I will never vote a republican 
ticket again,” he asserted. 
I am not 
promising to vote either the demo­ 
cratic or the farmers1 alliance, or any 
other ticket either, for that matter, 
mind you. 
It is my opinion at the 
present that I will remain purely in­ 
dependent, and my courte will not he 
m sympathy with any one party.” 
Well, we are not surprised that Mr. 
Merrill has flopped. 
The only won­ 
der is that he did not flop entirely out 
of this part of the country, consider­ 
ing the way the republican citizens of 
his own county served him at the last 
election. He was so unpopular that 
he was beaten 3 to 1 in his candidacy 
for county attorney, against a man 
who had lived in the county only six 
weeks. 
He has tlopj>ed, hut not on 
account of the ‘ McKinley bill or other 
overt acts,” unless his defeat at the 
hands of his part} was an “overt act.” 
His is a clear case of “sour grapes.”

The second order, 
issued last night, was general order 
No. 10, which reads:

‘The national guard of this state will 
enter camp for instruction at Lake 
City, Minn., as hereinafter designated: 
Second infantry, Col. J. Bobletter 
commanding, June 18 to 27 inclusive; 
3d infantry, Col. Frederick P. Wright 
commanding, June 27 to July G in­ 
clusive; 
1st infantry, Col. W. B. 
Bend commanding, July 7 to 16 in­ 
clusive. 
“By command of the governor, 
J. H. Mullen , 
Adjutant-General.’ ” 
This amicable adjustment of the 
mutter and the re-organization of the 
Third Regiment, is highly satisfactory 
to the members of Co. K, of this city, 
of which regiment Co. K is a part, 
and the boys are very much elated 
over the outcome of affairs.

is furm-hed by the Atlantic pilot cha rt 
On Nov . 26, 
1886, 
the 
Port Kov al 
bi oy ha v ing gone a drift began its ca ­ 
reer of adv enture off 
Charleston har­ 
bor. 
Drifting out into the g ulf stream 
it remained in the warm 
waters of 
that current during the remainder of 
that year, gradually 
mov ing north­ 
ward in a zigzag course, probably un­ 
der the influence of conflicting winds. 
It was la st seen that year in the gulf 
stream on Dec. 
24, 1886. 
Three 
months later it was discov ered float­ 
ing serenely along, in good condition, 
off the eastern edge of the g ulf stream 
some 200 miles north of the Bermudas. 
Then i»> started for a more southern 
latitude, and during the mouth of May 
v oyaged along past the southern side 
of the Bermudas, passing only a short 
distance from those coral islands. For 
more than a year it was lost sig ht of, 
but, although it had been in and near 
the track of the g reat hurricanes, 
it 
turned up in good shape on J une 0 
1888, 600 miles northwest of the Ber­ 
mudas. 
Here it seems to hav e found 
a part of the ocean to its liking, 
for 
it remained in that 
neighborhood, 
always drifting, und sev eral times re­ 
crossing its track, but nev er v entur­ 
ing more than a hundred miles or two 
in any direction, for two years. 
It 
was seen by passing v essels on sev eral 
occasions during this time. 
Finally 
it started off again toward the south, 
and according to the latest adv ices on 
SepL 15 last it had again gone below 
the latitude of the Bermudas, but 
keeping 500 or 600 m iles to the ea st­ 
ward of the islands. 
The wanderer 
was still in good condition when last 
seen. 
The lonely four years’ v oyage 
of this lost buoy is particularly inter­ 
esting for the lig ht that it throws upon 
the old stories of drifting relics hav ing 
been carried from America to the 
coasts of the old world before Colum­ 
bus sailed.

strange wanderings of derelicts at sea 
Is furm-hedby tho Atlantic pilot chart 
On Nov. 26, 
1886, 
the Port Royal 
bi oy having gone adrift began its ca­ 
reer of adventure off Charleston har­ 
bor. 
Drifting out into the gulf stream 
it remained in the warm waters of 
that current during the remainder of 
that year, gradually moving north­ 
ward in a zigzag course, probably un­ 
der the influence of conflicting winds. 
It was last seen that year in the gulf 
stream on Dec. 
24. 1886. 
Three 
months later it was discovered float­ 
ing serenely along, in good condition, 
off the eastern edge of the gulf stream 
some 200 miles north of the Bermudas. 
Then i*. started for a more southern 
latitude, and during the mouth of May 
voyaged along past the southern side 
of tho Bermudas, passing only a short 
di?-tance from those coral islands. For 
more than a year it was lost sight of, 
but, although it had been in and near 
the track of the great hurricanes, it 
turned up in good shape on June 9 
18**, 600 miles northwest of the Ber­ 
mudas. 
Here it seems to have found 
a part of the ocean to its liking, for 
it remained in that 
neighborhood, 
always drifting, and several times re­ 
crossing its track, but never ventur­ 
ing more than a hundred miles or two 
in any direction, for two years. 
It 
was seen by passing vessels on several 
occasions during this time. 
Finally 
it started of! again toward the south, 
and according to the latest advices on 
Sept 15 last it had again gone below 
the latitude of the Bermudas, but 
keeping 500 or 600 miles to the east­ 
ward of the islands. 
The wanderer 
was still in good condition when last 
seen. 
The lonely four years’ voyage 
of this lost buoy is particularly inter­ 
esting for the light that it throws upon 
the old stories of drifting relics having 
been carried from America U) the 
coasts of the old world beforo Colum­ 
bus sailed.

Thou san d Dollars. 


N ew York , Ju n e 17.—The well kn own 
su m m er resort of Scabright, N. J., was vis­ 
ited by a d isastrou s fire to-n ight which re­ 
d u ced to ashes the larger jtortion of the 
town . 
As far as can be estimated abou t forty 
bu ild in gs w'ere bu rn ed , bu t w hether there 
was an y loss of life can n ot be stated as yet. 
Several hu n d red families have been ren ­ 
d ered homeless. 
The total loss will be at 
least $ 500,OUU. 
The fire broke ou t in a livery stable on 
Rivar street, an d as u gale of win d was 
blowin g alon g the coast at tlie tim e the 
flames spread rapid ly. 
In a rem arkably 
short tim e a whole block of bu ild in gs on 
River street was bu rn ed . 
There is hu t a 
sm all d epartm en t in the town an d help was 
telegraphed for from Lon g Bran ch an d 
Asbu ry Park. 
By the tim e this assistan ce 
arrived a large )>ortioii of the Sou thern part 
of tfie Keabright was in flames. 
W omen an d child ren ran throu gh the 
streets cryin g an d wrin gin g their han d s in 
a fran tic man n er, w hile* the men aid ed the 
firemen in attem ptin g to check the flames. 
The flames at this tim e mad e su ch rapid 
head way that in man y iu staiices the in ­ 
mates of the bu ild in gs barely had tim e to 
escape with their lives. 
Late to-n ight the fire is believed to be 
u n d er con trol. 
The space bu rn ed over ex­ 
ten d s from the .Shrewsbu ry river to the 
j*oin t where the Jersey Sou thern railroad 
crosses Ocean aven u e. 
Amon g the bu ild ­ 
in gs bu rn ed were the ¡» ostoftice, the Sea- 
bright, Poppen ger's ami Octagon hotels, 
the M ethod ist chu rch, the school hou se an d 
the bu ild in gs occu pied by the New Jersey 
Telephon e com pan y. 
The portion in which the fishermen d well 
su ffered severely. 
Man y of these hard y 
people lost their all an d to-n ight are home­ 
less an d pen n iless. 
Man y of the wealthy 
cottagers an d the hotels which escaped d e­ 
stru ction have throw n open their homes to 
the su fferers.

BUILDINGS IN ASHES 


Sea bright, the New Jersey Summer 
Resort, Visited by a Most Disas­ 
trous Fire. 


Forty Buildings Burned, Causing a 
Loss of About Five Hundred 
Thousand Dollars. 


N ew Y or k. June 17.—The well known 
Bummer resort of Seabright, N. J., was vis­ 
ited by a disastrous tire to-night which re­ 
duced to ashes the larger |»ortiori of the 
town. 
As far as can be estimated about forty 
buildings were burned, but w hether there 
was any loss of life cannot be stated as yet. 
Several hundred families have been ren­ 
dered homeless. The total loss will be at 
least $50).1,0U0. 
The tire broke out in a livery stable on 
River street, and as a gale o f wind wras 
blowing along the coast at the tim e the 
flames spread rapidly. 
Iii a rem arkably 
short tim e a whole block of buildings on 
River street was burned. 
There is hut a 
sm all departm ent iii the town aud help was 
telegraphed for from Long Branch and 
Asbury Park. 
By the tim e this assistance 
arrived a large jstrtion of the Southern part 
of the Seabright was in flames. 
W omen and children ran through the 
streets crying aud wringing their hands in 
a frantic manner, while Hie men aided the 
firemen in attem pting to check the Haines. 
The Haines at this lim e made such rapid 
headway that in m any instances tile in ­ 
mates of Die buildings barely had tim e to 
escape with their lives. 
Late to-night the fire is believed to be 
under control. 
The space burned over ex­ 
tends from Die Shrewsbury river to the 
|*oint where the Jersey Southern railroad 
crosses Ocean avenue. 
Among the build­ 
ings burned were the j»ostoflice, the Sea- 
bright, Poppcnger's and Octagon hotels, 
Die Methodist church, the school house and 
Die buildings occupied by the New Jersey 
Telephone com pany. 
The portion in which the fishermen dwell 
suffered severely. 
Matty of these hardy 
people lost their all aud to-night are hom e­ 
less and penniless. 
Many ot the wealthy

A balloon ascension without parallel 
in German aeronautics took place near 
Stockerau recently. 
The day before, 
Joseph Strohschneider. aeronaut and 
rope-walker, had announced that ho 
and Carl Pramper, the landlord of tho 
village tavern, “To the W hite Rose.” 
would ascend on the following after­ 
noon. 
Now, every one knew Strohsehnei. 
der rode only on a trapeze in his as­ 
cents, and that Pramper was not an ex ­ 
pert on this apparatus. 
Moreover, 
Pramper was thick-set and had a 
family. 
The recklessness of the un­ 
dertaking was so apparent that the 
police were at once appealed to by 
Plumper’s wife and friends, and he 
was officially forbidden to make the 
ascent. 
The police failed, however, 
to tako measures to enforce this order, 
and so the next day Pramper appeared 
with Strohschneider on the platform 
before the assembled population of the 
district for miles around, who had 
heard of the daring feat promised by 
the aeronaut and the “White Hose” 
landlord. 
As the balloon was being filled a 
great hue and cry was raised against 
Praraper’s ascent, and the crowd even­ 
tually became so turbulent in its de­ 
monstrations that Strohschneider hail 
to make haste to escape tai rig mobbed. 
(inly Pramper wav cool. 
When the 
balloon was ready he retired to a little 
leanto, reappeared a minute later in 
aeronaut's costume, and then with a 
white face and shaking limbs shot up 
on the trapeze with Strohschneider. 
There were shouts of execration. 
Mrs. Pramper and her two daughters 
fainted and every one else w atched in 
horrified suspense the soaring balloon. 
It slipped away toward Leitzersdorf. 
The crowd pushed madly along under 
it. running, riding, driving, and all 
shouting vainly for Strohschneider to 
descend, for Pramper was seen to ta* 
losing his courage, and his legs and 
arms were dangling nervously over the 
ropes of his perch. 
Half way between Stockerau and 
leitzersdorf the hurrying crowd could 
see that Pramper and Strohschneider j 
were quarreling. 
The gestures of the I 
aeronaut became more violent till he 
eventually struck his companion 
a 
blow in the face and toppled him off 
from the trapeze. 
'JTie figure of the 
landlord came whirling down. 
The 
crowd gave one great groan of horror 
an<i then wits still. 
When the body 
struck, all except the fainting women 
hurried to the -{Kit 
The mutilated, 
bleeding, and almost unrecognizable 
remains of Pramper were not there— 
only st very cleverly made effigy of him 
dressed 
in 
his 
every-day 
clothes. 
Strohschneider had stripped the land­ 
lord to clothe the effigy in the little 
lean-to at Stoekreau, and the portly 
landlord, instead of having endured all 
the horrors of an aerial life-and-death 
fight, wjls sitting in his underclothes 
in Strohschneider*s draughty dressing- 
room, anxiously awaiting the return of 
his proper garments.

If tlx* novice works hard during the 
day a t his business, and feels like k*-*qe 
ing quiet when he arrives home, it 
would tie a mistake to force upon him­ 
self a jaunt throughthecountry.for his 
energy has been spent in other ways. 
If, however, he has simply a feeling of 
lassitude and not a genuine fatigue, a 
bicycle ride in fine weather cannot 
fail to act as a tonic to his muscular 
and nervous systems.

On this topic, not as generally un­ 


derstood by farmers as it should lie, 


Prof. Storer, ot Harvard University, 


makes some observat ions in his work 


on agricultural chemistry 
worthy of 


thoughtful consideration. 


In temperate clinmfes, he says, it 


is 
undoubtedly true that, 
if 
time 


enough be allowed, alm ost any land 


not absolutely arid or poisonous can 


be made fertile by persistently sowing 


buckwheat, or clover, or rape-seed, or 


lupines upon it, and plowing in the 


green crop before it comes to niatur- 


ity. 


This method of green manuring, as 
it is called, he justly characterizes as 


a singularly philosophical method. As 


a mere m atter of reasoning, or of rea­ 


sonableness, it will well repay careful 


examination. 


In the first place, the se«ls of plants 


are sown, which, like peas or clover, 


have a peculiar faculty for profiting 
by the food they find in the air and 
deep rn the subsoil; or plants are 
chosen which 
like the lupin, or like 
buckwheat or rye, have the power of 
extracting 
nourishment 
from 
the 
earth, even under very unfavorable 
conditions.

dreds of loads of the best manure in 


this way. 
They gather together on 


the premises forest leaves, corn stalks, 


including tfie roots, weeds, vines, offal 


and fence corners, muck from ponds 


and ditches, occasional sprinkling of 


lime through the mass, layers of barn­ 


yard manure, an«l thus build up ob­ 


long squares and let remain over win­ 


ter. 
The mass has gone through fer­ 


mentation and comminution and pre­ 


sents a mouryl of fertilizing m atter 
better than a small gold mine would 
be to the proprietor of the farm. 
But 
we want to see these compost heaps 
in the garden, and there is no reason 
why they should not he there as vvell 
as on the farm. 
There is rubbish 
enough in the garden, with the assist­ 
ance of leaves, some mold from the 
woods, if attainable: if not, from por­ 
tions qf the premises where it can be 
spared; scrapings from the turnpike, 
manure from the stable, and every a t­ 
tainable substance th at will decay 
tfirough the winter. A little slack lime 
will be a good assistance. 
A half doz­ 
en loa«ls of excellent manure will lie 
manufactured by the time it is want­ 
ed in the spring, without incurring a 
cent of actual ex cu se, and at the 
same time the garden will be clear«! ol 
its vines, stalks, we«ls, anti all other 
worthless trash.

Alfalfa Farms. 


One of the greatest irrigation dis­ 


tricts in the United States is in Kern 
County, California. 
Here are some 


thirty-five large canals with branches 


and 
distributing 
cj:ches, 
covering 


nearly half a million acres of very rich, 


sandy loam. The largest of the canals 


is the Calloway, thirty-tw o miles long. 


It has sixty-five distributing ditches, 


and covers two hundred thousand 


acres of very rich land. 
Its water ap­ 


propriation is one thousand four hun­ 


dred and seventy-six cubic feet per s«j- 


cond- 
On the lower side of the canal one 


can see fully twenty-five 
thousand 


acres 
in almost continuous alfalfa 


fields. 
Alfalfa, with water, yields five 


crops a year, and two tons to theatre 
at each cutting. 
About once in six weeks, 
for eight 
months in the year, the alfalfa fields 
are cut, and the cropj stacked in great 
piles. 
The vast ness of some of the 
stacks near the ranch-houses of the 


! small quantity of soil drawn up to 
each si«le of tlw* row w ith a hoe. 
Then

a human or not we cannot state, but

one, ami should be follow«!.

Constitutional vigor and healthy 


digestion are of prime importance in 


a dairy cow as her profitableness de­ 
pends largely upon her ability to con­ 
vert great quantities of coarse food 
intp goo«I milk.

most wholly upon concent raten foods, 


such as grain, and particularly corn,

can afford 
n either th e tim e n o r th e inconvenience 
to tra in tin* w ay a professional would. 
rFhe ideal train in g is th e kind th a t is 
ta k en w ith no sjiceial object in view, 
for th ere is no fear th e n of its being 
overdone. 
If the* novice w orks h a rd during th e 
d ay a t his business, a n d feels like k e e j e 
ing quiet when he arriv es hom e, it 
would Lea m istak e to force nj ion him ­ 
self a ja u n t t brough th e c o u n try ,fo r his 
energy h as lieen sp en t in o th e r ways. 
If, how ever, he has sim ply a feeling of 
lassitu d e an d not a genuine fatigue, a 
bicycle ride iii fine w eather ca n n o t 
fail to a c t as a to n ic to his m uscular 
a n d nervous system s. T o keep o ne's 
self in good co n d itio n a slight indis­ 
p o sitio n to exercise m ust not b e ta k e n 
fo r a tru e tire ! feeling. 
Beneficial 
train in g for by cycle riding is th e sam e 
a s preparing for an y o th e r ath letic 
w ork. 
T he nerves an d th e m uscles 
m ust be b u ilt up. 
E v e ry m a n s ta rts 
w ith a ce rtain q u a n ity of each, a n d if 
he wishes to ad d to his supply lie 
should n o t w aste his c a p ita l ny ta k ­ 
ing h a rd practice, b u t should only let 
o u t enough to a ttr a c t m ore. 
G row ­ 
ing stro n g an d activ e is m erely c u ltiv a t­ 
ing th e m uscles so far as th e nervous 
system will p erm it, o r so th a t licit Ii 
th a t an d th e m uscular system are 
equal to each o th er. 
Bicycling is a very easy exercise in 
which to becom e exjiert. 
T he ad v e n t 
of th e safety m achine h as m ade ro ad 
riding during tile la s t several years 
m ore p o p u la r th a n ever. One can 
easily learn to ride a safety by having 
som e friend hold th e m achine an d give 
him a s ta rt, b u t a level place m ust be 
selected while learning to m o u n t and 
ride. 
It is generally acknow ledged th a t bi­ 
cycling is one of the m ost enjoyable of 
sp o rts. 
A w ould-be sp rin te r o r jtiinj>-‘ 
er m u st be born wit h a cert ain am o u n t 
of sn a p an d dash o r he can n o t suc­ 
ceed, but a bicyclist, even if he does 
not at first {tosses* an y g rea t stren g th 
of leg. can jierscvere in his building-up 
process un til his low er lim bs of iron 
will push hi> wheel under th e w in 
ahead of m any a form idable a n ta g o ­ 
nist. 


THE AGRICULTURAL WORLD. 


S U B J E C T S O F IN T ER E ST TO RUR­ 
AL REA DERS. 


T he P hilosop hy o f G reen M anuring 
--R ip en in g C h e ese— D on’t For­ 
g e t th e C om p ost H eap — H ow 
to G et N atural W ater 
C ress. 


T he P hilosophy o f G reen M anuring. 
On th is topic, n o t as generally u n ­ 
d ersto o d by farm ers a s it should be, 
P rof. S to rer, o! H a rv a rd U niversity, 
m akes som e o b se rv a tio n s in his work 
on ag ricu ltu ral chem istry w o rth y of 
thoughtful co n sid eratio n . 
In te m p e ra te clim afes, he says, it 
is u n d o u b ted ly tru e th a t, if tim e 
enough be allow ed, alm o st an y lan d 
n o t ab so lu tely a rid o r poisonous can 
be m ade fertile by p ersisten tly sowing 
buckw heat, o r clover, o r ra p e seed, o r 
lupines upon it, a n d plow ing in th e 
green cro p before it com es to m a tu r- 
ity. 
T his m ethod of green m anuring, as 
it is called, he ju stly ch aracterizes as 
a singularly philosophical m ethod. As 
a m ere m a tte r of reasoning, o r of re a ­ 
sonableness, it will well rep ay careful 
ex am in atio n . 
Iii th e first place, th e seeds of p la n ts 
a re sow n, which, like peas o r clover, 
h av e a peculiar faculty for profiting 
by th e food th ey find in th e a ir an d 
deep rn th e subsoil; o r p la n ts a re 
chosen which like th e lupin, o r like 
buckw heat o r rye, h av e th e pow er of 
e x tra ctin g 
n o u rish m en t 
from 
the 
e a rth , even under very u n fav o rab le 
co n ditions. 
T hese p la n ts a re allow ed to grow' 
until the}' have gathered from th e soil 
all th e m a tte rs they are cap ab le of 
gathering; th a t is to say, th e p la n ts 
a re left until th e y are in flower au d 
th en th e y a re plow ed under. 
By th is 
process the land is m an u red w ith 
everything th a t th e p la n ts h av e ac­ 
cum ulated, either from th e air, o r 
from th e soil, o r from th e w aters iii 
th e soil, an d there is placed w ithin th e 
land a m ass of organic m a tte r which 
by its decay will give off enorm ous 
q u a n titie s of carbonic a rid to d isin te­ 
g ra te an d dissolve th e com ponents of 
th e crude soil. 
As a m a tte r of fact, while th e p rac­ 
tice th u s described by Prof. fitorer is 
not as widely practiced as it should 
be, it is really followed to ti consider­ 
able ex ten t upon th e th in soils of New 
E ngland, w here h ay is th e sta p le crop, 
an d indeed w herever th e sod of old 
grass land is plow ed under, for in such 
cases th e land gets th e iienefit of w hat 
is really a green m anuring of consider­ 
able strength. 
One of th e m o st th o ro u g h believers 
in th is system of green m anuring we 
have m et was th e la te E. P . Roe, who 
a t his place a t C om wall-on-th e-H u d ­ 
son c o n sta n tly practiced it. an d , as 
he firm ly believed, w ith m o st benefi­ 
cial results. 
T he m om ent a crop of 
any kind w as cleared off, in went a 
seeding of buckw heat, which 
was 
plow ed under when in flower, th u s a t 
once enriching and ae ratin g th e soil. 


“ irrig atio n -b elt” is a c o n s ta n t source 
of w onder to to u rists. E ight hundred 
a n d fifty to n s h av e been p u t in to one 
stack . 
T here 
a re som e im m ense alfalfa 
farm s in K ern C om ity. 
T he MeClurg 
an d th e R osedale ranches have a b o u t 
th ree th o u sa n d five hundred acres 
each, th e Ja ck so n ran ch h as over 
seven th o u sa n d , a n d th e P o so ranch 
ab o v e ten th o u sa n d aerfcs. 
T he process of handling alfalfa on a 
large scale is interesting. 
T he derrick 
an d derriek-fork a re used. T he sta ck s 
range from one hundred to four h u n ­ 
dred feet long, a n d are usually th irty 
feet wide an d from tw enty-five to th ir­ 
ty feet high, 
an d on th e extensive 
ranches one can often see from fifty to 
a hundred sta ck s of alfalfa iii sight a t 
one tim e. 
F ro m six to ten te am s a re kept busy 
supplying th e derricks, an d from six ty 
to one hundred to n s can be stacked 
iti a d ay . 
E ight th o u sa n d to n s have 
been stack ed in a single ranch an d fed 
o u t to livestock. 
C attle, sheep, horses an d hogs all 
live, to a great ex ten t, on alfalfa. 


H o w t o Ge t Natura l W a te r C ress. 
E very clear running s t re&m of w ater, 
if of no great d epth, m ay he easily 
m ade to grow a c lo p of sa lad in th e 
form of w ater cress w ith o u t price. 
A 
little seed scattered on th e upper p a rt 
of th e strea m will, of itself, soon crop 
all dow n stream . 
In th e absence of 
seeds a p lanting of slips on th e banks, 
although a slow er process, is equally 
certain , a s after th e first year seeding 
will ta k e place an d a sure crop follow. 
T he kind of lo catio n selected for the 
grow th of th e c ro p for m a rk e t is the 
low b o tto m lands liable to overflow 
on th e b an k s of th e river. 
H ere if it 
can he so m anaged th a t a sp o t can he 
selected w here th e w ater by sluice w ays 
can he let on so as to cover th e betis 
a few inches deep of w a te r an d y et all 
th e tim e renew itself so as n o t to get 
sta g n a n t, th en th e very s ta te o f things 
is a t h an d for a w ater cress bed. 
So 
fast d o o u r w ants increase th a t in all 
large cities there is a dem and for fresh 
young w ater cress tile y ear round. 
B ut th is is to feed tho epicure m ostly. 
T he tim e of all tim es when a good dish 
of w ater cress is ta s ty , is th e first 
cro p in th e spring, arni alm o st th e 
first o u tsid e green thing th a t th is 
n o rth ern la titu d e produces. 
T o o u r 
m ind th is is enhanced by plucking 
them one’s self, all as it were iii a s ta te 
of n a tu re ’s providing.—P ra irie F a rm ­ 
er.

Tile eggs of th e cutw orm s th a t infest 
th e gardens aregenerally laid n ear the 
ro o ts of perennial p la n ts, such 
as 
rh u b arb , hollyhock, etc., anti these 
are th e sp o ts to look for th e young 
pests in th e spring. 
One of the easiest w ays to get rid of 
them , according to a co rresp o n d en t of 
P o p u la r 
G ardening, 
is to 
sc a tte r 
{fie**es of green stuff, cabbage leaves o r 
sods w ith fresh grass, etc., th a t have 
been sprinkled w ith P a ris green w ater 
here an d th ere over th e a re a th a t we 
wish 
to clear of cutw orm s. 
H an d 
picking is a m ore lab o rio u s rem edy,but 
it can be m ade affective. 
I ’low th e 
field, a few weeks be’ore th e intended 
cro p is to be p la n ted an d sow* som e 
beans over th e piece. 
A fter th e beans 
are tip, th e p atch should begone over 
early every m orning, an d 
th e cu t­ 
w orm s h u n ted u p n ear th e freshly cut 
p la n ts a n d d estro y ed . 
If th is is done 
lor a week o r so, th ere will tie few 
w orm s left to tro u b le th e crop to be 
p la n ted afterw ard . T he w orm s can 
also be sta rv e d o u t of a piece of lan d 
o r o rch a rd by growing several suc- 
cessive crops of buckw heat on it.

ter. T he m ass h as gone thro u g h fer­ 
m e n tatio n an d com m inution an d pre­ 
sen ts a m o iled of fertilizing m a tte r 
b e tte r th a n a sm all gold m ine would 
tie to th e p ro p rie to r of th e farm . 
B ut 
we w an t to see these co m p o st heaps 
in th e garden, an d th ere is no reason 
why th ey should n o t be th ere a s \yell 
a s on th e farm . 
T here is rubbish 
enough in th e garden, w ith th e a ssist­

One of th e g reatest irrig atio n dis­ 
tric ts in th e U nited S ta te s is in K ern 
C ounty, C alifornia. 
H ere a re som e 
thirty-five large ca n als w ith branches 
an d d istrib u tin g 
coolies, 
covering 
nearly half a m illion acres of very rich, 
san d y loam . T he largest of th e can als 
is th e Callow ay, th irty -tw o m iles long. 
It h a s sixty-five d istrib u tin g ditches, 
an d covers tw o hundred th o u sa n d 
acres of very rich land. 
Its w ater a p ­ 
p ro p ria tio n is one th o u sa n d four h u n ­ 
dred a n d seventy-six cubic feet per se­ 


cond. 
On th e low er side of th e canal one 
can see fully tw enty-five th o u sa n d 
acres 
iii alm o st co n tin u o u s alfalfa 
fields. 
Alfalfa, w ith w ater, yields five 
crops a year, an d tw o to n s to th e acre 
a t each cutting. 
A bout once in six weeks, for eight 
m o n th s in th e year, th e alfalfa fields 
are cut, a n d th e crop? stack ed in great 
piles. T he v astn ess of som e of th e 
sta c k s n ea r th e ranch-houses of th e 


w ith m an y su b u rb an am a te u rs. T here 
is a tig h t and wrong way of doing it, 
an d generally th e la tte r is ad o p ted , I 
notice, by ow ners of sm all gardens 
near tow ns. 
In th** first place, th e 
peas should be cart.heil u p —th a t is, a 
sm all q u a n tity of soil d raw n up to 
each side of t he row w ith a hoe. 
T hen 
I com m ence th ru stin g th e sta k es in on 
one side, placing them a foot a p a rt, 
I u n til th e end of th e row is reached, 
! afte r which retu rn th e o th e r side in a 
! sim ilar fashion. G enerally th e sta k es 
I are p u t in obliquely, they holding 
firm er th u s th a n when th ru s t in th e 
ground perpendicularly. 
T he tops, 
I to o , should be open ra th e r th a n closed, 
a s is often th e case, th is giving m ore 
; room for the haulm to grow. 
T he 
height of th e ]ieas should be m arked 
j on the ial*el when sowing, an d then no 
( m istak e can he m ade when staking. 
S takes five o r six feet high look ridic­ 
ulous to peas th a t do n o t exceed tw o 
o r th ree feet in height.—“ K ,” in A m a­ 
te u r G ardening.

F rench scientists, from experim ents,

tile diseases a re com ­ 
m unicated from fowls to hum aqs, an d 
vice versa, b u t th e p ro b ab ility is th a t 
som e o th e r form bf th r o a t disease 
results. 
K oup in fowls often rem ains 
for m onths, w hile d ip h th e ria in child­ 
ren is im m ediately fatal. 
W hether 
th e ro u p changes to d ip h th e ria when 
a diseased bird com es in c o n ta c t w ith 
a h u m an o r n o t we ca n n o t sta te , b u t 
th e suggestion to “sta m p it o u t” is a 
good 
one, an d should be followed. 
Hence, use th e axe a n d chopping- 
block for roup. 
It is ad v isab le to be 
a t least very careful.

In pruning all large w ounds shoqld 
be covered w ith w hite lead an d oil. 


B uckw heat is a good crop to grow in 
th e o rch a rd to help build up fertility. 


Corn m eal is now' th e d earest food, 
It does nos co n tain b u t one-third as 
m uch fertility a s linseed m eal, a n d 
one-half as m uch as w heat brarj. 


A given a m o u n t of skim m ilk con­ 
ta in s m ore food value th a n th e sam e 
a m o u n t of cream . T he cream will 
m ake th e m o st h eat, th e skim m ilk th e 
m o st body. 


C o n stitu tio n al vigor an d h ealth y 
digestion are of prim e im p o rtan ce in 
a d airy cow' a s lier profitableness de­ 
pends largely upon her ab ility to con­ 
vert g rea t q u a n titie s of coarse food 
in to good m ilk. 


T he objection to feeding fowls a l­ 
m o st w holly upon co n cen traten foods, 
such as grain, an d p a rtic u la rly corn, 
lies in th e fact th a t it is n o t sufficient­ 
ly bulky, a n d is to o 
fattening. 
I t 
th u s brings Mi a condition th a t is n o t 
fav o rab le to egg p ro d u ctio n , a n d th a t 
also predisposes tho fowls to disease. 


P ro fesso r Fallow*, of H a rv a rd uni­ 
verse y, h as discovered th a t sim ply 
p ain tin g block-knot in plum s, w ith a 
m ix tu re of red oxide of iron in linseed 
oil, h as n o t only prevented th e spread 
of th e contagion, b u t h as sto p p ed th e 
grow th of th e diseased p a rts, so th a t 
the k n o ts have crum bled an d fallen 
aw ay w ith th e least possible injury to 
th e tree. 
In th e successful cream ery 
we will 
alw ays find neatness, o rd er a n d busi­ 
ness m ethods. 
T he cream ery system 
furnishes school 
houses w here the 
m ass of farm ers a re getting p o in ts on 
th e care of m ilk a n d th e p ro d u ctio n 
of b u tte r,

An interesting 
instance 
of 
the 
6trango wanderings of derelicts at sea 
Is furnished by the Atlantic pilot chart. 
On Nov. 26, 
1886, 
the Port Royal 
bi oy having gone adrift, began its ca­ 
reer of adventure off Charleston har­ 
bor. 
Drifting out into the gulf stream 
it remained in the warm waters of 
that current during the remainder of 
that year, gradually moving north­ 
ward in a zigzag course, probably un­ 
der the influence of conflicting winds. 
It was last seen that year in the gulf 
stream on Doc. 
24, 1886. 
Three 
months later it was discovered float­ 
ing serenely along, in good condition, 
off the eastern edge of the gulf stream 
some 200 miles north of the Bermudas. 
Then i*. started for a more southern 
latitude, and during the mouth of May 
voyaged along past the southern side 
of tho Bermudas, passing only a short 
distance from those coral islands. For 
more than a year it was lost sight of, 
but, although it had been in and near 
the track of the great hurricanes, it 
turned up in good shape on June 9 
18*8, 600 miles northwest of the Ber- 
mudas. 
Here it seems to have found 
a part of the ocean to its liking, for 
it remained in that 
neighborhood, 
always drifting, and several times re­ 
crossing its track, but never ventur­ 
ing more than a hundred miles or two 
in any direction, for two years. 
It 
was seen by passing vessels on several 
occasions during this time. 
Finally 
it started off again toward the south, 
and according to the latest advices on 
Sept 15 last it had again gone below 
the latitude of the Bermudas, but 
keeping 500 or 600 miles to the east­ 
ward of the islands. 
The wanderer 
was still in good condition when last 
6een. 
The lonely four years’ voyage 
of this lost buoy is particularly inter­ 
esting for the light that it throws upon 
the old stories of drifting relies having 
been carried from America to the 
coasts of the old world before Colum­ 
bus sailed.

BUILDINGS IN ASHES 


8eabright, tho New Jersey Summer 


Resort, Visited by a Most Disas­ 
trous Fire. 


Forty Buildings Burned, Causing a 
Loss of About Five Hundred 
Thousand Dollars. 


N ew Y o r k , June 17.— T h e 
w ell 
kn ow n 
B u m m er re so rt of Sea bright, N. J., w as vis­ 
ited by a d isastro u s fire to -n ig h t w h ich re ­ 
d u ced 
to 
ash es 
th e la rg e r )>ortion of the 
to w n . 
As far as can he estimated about forty 
buildings were burned, but whether there 
was any loss of life cannot he stated as yet. 
Several hundred families have been ren­ 
dered homeless. 
The total loss will be at 
least $500,000. 
The fire broke out in a livery stable on 
Rivar street, 
and as a gale of wind was 
blowing along the coast at the time the 
flames spread rapidly. 
In a remarkably 
short time a whole block of buildings on 
River street was burned. 
There is hut a 
small department in the town and help was 
telegraphed for from Long Branch and 
Asbury Park. 
By the time this assistance 
arrived a large )>ortion of the Southern part 
of the Seahright was in tlames. 
Women and children ran through the 
streets crying and wringing their hands in 
a Irantic maimer, while the men aided the 
firemen in attempting to check the tiames. 
The flames at this time made such rapid 
headway that in many instances the in­ 
mates ot the buildings barely had time to 
escape with their lives. 
Late to-night the fire is believed to he 
under control. 
The space burned over ex­ 
tends from the Shrewsbury river to the 
point where the Jersey Southern railroad 
crosses Ocean avenue. 
Among the build* 
ings burned were (he postoffice, the Sea- 
bright, Poppenger's und Octagon hotels, 
the Methodist church, the school house and 
the buildings occupied by the New Jersey 
Telephone company. 
The portion in which the fishermen dwell 
suffered severely. 
Many of these hardy 
people lost their all and to-night are home­ 
less and penniless. 
Many ot the wealthy 
cottagers and the hotels which escaped de­ 
struction have thrown open their homes to 
the sufferers.

The first men­ 
tion made of it w a s by Sir Walter 
Raleigh, wito used it in 1597 at 'Trini­ 
dad for repairing his ships. 
About thebeginningoftheeighteenth 
century a small quanity of it was 
taken to England by a West India 
captain named Gibbons, who sent a 
few planks to his brother, a physician 
residing in London. This gentleman, 
at the time of the receipt, of the wood, 
was having a house built, and placed 
the planks iu the hands of the carpen­ 
ters. 
They attempted to cut it, but be­ 
cause of its hardness very quickly 
threw it aside. The doctor ex postulat­ 
ed hut the workmen remained fixed in 
their determination to have nothing 
to do with lumber which 
h o success­ 
fully resisted their attemps to saw 
it. 
The planks were t hen taken to a 
cabinetm a k e r named Wollaston, w ho 
was directed to make a candle box 
with a portion of the wood. The 
same objection was advanced by this 
workman; but, being a persevering 
individual, be persisted, and finally 
made the box. 
When polished it so 
outshone anything previously made 
that it very quickly became an object 
of curiosity, and the j* ople Hocked to 
see it. 
As a consequence tjie wood became 
quite popular, especially after a por­ 
tion of the physician s treasure was 
employed in the construction of two 
bureaus, one for himself and the other 
for t he Duchess of Buckingham. 
These specimens of cabinet work 
caused the rejected wood to become a 
prominent factor in the construction 
of luxurious pieces of furniture. Thus 
Wollaston was amply rewarded for 
his perseverance in fashioning it into 
the eandle-box, and his name, together 
with that of the physical) and his 
nautical brother, became inseparably 
connected with 
the history of the 
introduction of this wood into civil­ 
ized lands.— Detroit Free Press. 


A PERILOUS KIKE, 
This method of green manuring, as 
it is called, he justly characterizes as 
a singularly philosophical method. As 
a mere matter of reasoning, or of rea­ 
sonableness, it will well repay careful 
examination. 
In the first place, the seeds of plants 
are sown, which, like peas or clover, 
have a peculiar faculty for profiting 
by the food they find in the air and 
deep m the subsoil; or plants arc 
chosen which like the lupin, or like 
buckwheat or rye, have the power of 
extracting 
nourishment 
from 
tlie 
earth, even under very unfavorable 
condit ions. 
These plants are allowed to grow 
until they have gathered from the soil 
all the m atters they are capable of 
gathering; that is to say, the plants 
are left until they are in flower and 
then they are plowed under. 
By this 
process the land is manured with 
everything that the plants have ac- 
cumulated, either from the air, or 
from the soil, or from the waters in 
the soil, and there is placed within the 
land a mass of organic matter which 
by its decay will give off enormous 
quantities of carbonic acid to disinte­ 
grate and dissolve the components of 
the crude soil. 
As a matter of fact, while the prac­ 
tice thus described by Prof. Storer is 
not as widely practiced as it should 
be, it is really followed to a consider­ 
able extent upon the thin soils of New 
England, where hay isthe staple crop, 
and indeed wherever the sod of old 
grass land is plowed under, for in such 
cases the land gets the benefit of what 
is really a green manuring of consider­ 
able strength. 
One of the most thorough believers 
in this system of green manuring we 
have met was the late E. P. Roe, who 
at his place at Cornwall-on-the-Hud- 
son constantly practiced it, and, as 
he firmly believed, with most benefi­ 
cial results. The moment a crop of 
any kind was cleared off, in went a 
seeding of buckwheat, which 
was 
plowed under when in flower, thus at 
once enriching and aerating the soil.

neither the time nor the inconvenience 
to train the way a professional would. 
The ideal training is the kind that is 
taken with 110 special object in view, 
for there is 110 fear then of its being 
overdone. 
If the novice works hard during the 
day at his business, and feels like keep­ 
ing quiet when he arrives home, it 
would he a mistake to force upon him­ 
self a jaunt throughthecountry.for his 
energy has been spent in other ways. 
If, however, he has simply a feeling of 
lassitude and not a genuine fatigue, a 
bicycle ride in fine weather cannot 
fail to act as a tonic to his muscular 
and nervous systems. To keep one’s 
self in good condition a slight indis­ 
position to exercise must not betaken 
for a true tire! feeling. 
Beneficial 
training for bycycle riding is the same 
as preparing for any other athletic 
work. 
The nerves and the muscles 
must be built up. 
Every man starts 
with a certain quanity of each, and if 
let wishes to add to his supply he 
should not waste his capital by tak­ 
ing hard practice, but should only let 
out enough to attract more. Grow­ 
ing strong and active is merely cultivat­ 
ing the muscles so far as the nervous 
system will permit, or so that both 
that and the muscular system are 
equal to each other. 
Bicycling is a very easy exercise in 
whicfi to become expert. The advent 
of the safety machine has made road 
riding during the last several years 
more popular than ever. One can 
easily learn to ride a safety by having 
some friend hold the machine and give 
him a start, but a level place must be 
selected while learning to mount and 
ride. 
It is generally acknowledged t hat ’bi­ 
cycling is one of the most enjoyable of 
sports. 
A would-be sprinter or jump-' 
er must be born with a certain amount 
of snap and dash or he cannot suc- 
ceed, but a bicyclist, even if he does 
not at first possess any great strength 
of leg, can ]>er severe in his building-up 
process until fiis lower limbs of iron 
will push bis wheel under the wire 
ahead of many a formidable antago­ 
nist.
